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Commissioner of Patents and Trademarks 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (claims 1-6 and 15-20) in Paper No. 8, filed on 5/24/02 is acknowledged. 

Applicant traverse the Restriction Requirement on the grounds that the inventions must be both independent and distinct and an undue 
search burden on the examiner. However, MPEP 803 states that the Inventions be either independent or distinct and a burden on the 
Examiner if restriction is required. 

Regarding applicant's comments about undue burden, the MPEP 803 (August 2001) states that "For purposes of the initial 
requirement, a serious burden on the examiner may be prima facie shown if the examiner shows by appropriate explanation either 
separate classification, separate status in the art, or a different field of search". The Restriction Requirement enunciated in the previous 
Office Action meets this criterion and therefore establishes that serious burden is placed on the examiner by the examination Groups I- 
IV. The Inventions are distinct for reasons elaborated in paragraphs 3-5 of the previous Office Action. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 7-14 and 21-58 have been withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner under 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a 
nonelected invention. 



Applicant's response is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action Paper No. 7, mailed on 4/24/02, because of the following: 
.In the prior Office Action it was stated in the paragraph No. 8 : 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed Invention I, IV wherein transplant 
is 

A) allogeneic organ or 

B) xenogeneic organ. 

Applicant is further required to elect a single disclosed species for the transplant organ.
